If y on wish to bind for y ourself a pa 
per cov ered book, carefully strip back 
ward the paper cov er, trim the fray ed 
edges aud lay the cov er aside. 
With a 
sharp awi bore fresh h oles through the 
book, as close to the back as may be 
without danger of breaking. 
Sew the 
leav es 
together 
lengthwise 
through 
these holes with a fine cord or coarse 
darning cotton, knotting it securely . 
Take a strip of cotton or linen cloth 
and sew singly ov er the buck, following 
the line and stitches already taken, fas­ 
tening well. 
This strip must be made wide enough 
to allow an inch on each side to be past 
ed upon the boards which are to form 
the cov er. Cut the two pasteboards with 
care, allowing a bit to ex tend bey ond 
the leav es in length and depth, referring 
to any well bound v olume as a model of 
proportion, 
th e depth of the oov er pro 
tec ting th e leav es. 
Hav ing good flour paste, scalded but 
not boiled, brush th e lap of th e muslin 
loose at each side of th e back and place 
th e side bourd upon th is strip, fitting it 
ex actly , making sure th at th is adh eres 
and being careful to wipe away th e 
paste oozing out. 
Th en paste ov er ull 
th e back, bringing down ov er th e paste­ 
boards an inch or more a generous back­ 
ing of stout silesia of any color. 
Th is 
sh ould be doubled in at th e top aud h ot 
tom to strength en th e silosiu in its fu­ 
ture wear. 
Nex t, hav ing out from stout wrapping 
paper two pieccH sufficiently large to 
bring ov er top, bottom and front edges 
of the boards, brush the paper ov er its 
entire surface with paste and 
spply it 
dex terously to the boards, hav ing its 
truest edge neatly applied to the silesia. 
Then 
folding ov er top, bottom 
and 
front, out the corners aslant, as the 
« ides are brought ov er upon the inside 
of what now may be called the cov er. 
Laetiy apply upon this tough paper the 
original front cov er of the v olume If it 
tuM been soiled 111 the least, wash Us 
ntro delicately with a cloth dipped in 
soapy water aud dry it carefully . 
If the back of the original is present- 
•¿ L arnl has cbaraerer worth preserv ­ 
ing, paste that upun the back of the 
new cov er. 
Last of all {taste within the 
fresh fly leaf 
Then for each cov er or 
half o i the cov er prepare a double sheet 


0# jwetty paper, possibly oolosed, one- 
hatf of which shall be pasted perfectly 
to line the insides of the rov er, the other 
left looee as an ornamental leaf. Before 
the silesia is quite dry with the bow of 
the scissors run along heav ily the ridge 
•f the board where it meets the back of 
trbe book. Repeat this wlule the work is 
dry ing to insure a fix ed depression, a 
gutter, which giv es a finished sty le and 
admits easy play in opening and shut­ 
ting the new bound book. 
Making sure that no splash of paste 
is ov erlooked, now place clean paper 
around the v olume and lay it where it 
w ill rest ev enly under a heav y weight. 
Before it is quite dry mm it well with 
a moderately heated iron, which should 
be mov ed discreetly ov er all th e pasted 
parts, neither scorching nor ruffling the 
papers. 
In rebinding sev eral books, if 
th ey hav e v aried only a little in size, 
th ey may be brough t to a 
uniform ap 
pea ranee by judicioua suiting 
of th e 
cov ers. 
Much of th e contriv ing for bookbind­ 
ing may be done before t h e paste work 1 
begins, 
If th e measuring and cutting ; 
of th e boards and th e outer paper and 1 
j inner and outer muslins be done at one j 
j time, th e work ia well begun and may 
be left for th e day 
Wh en at th e real 
work of binding, one must mov e rapid- ! 
ly ow, not doing h alf upon one book and 
1 


1 as much upon th e oth er, th en going 
back to th e first, but tin* first book mu*t 
be entirely finish ed and put under press 
before the pasting upon th e oth er be 
gins. 
When ouoe the brush is dipped in the 
paste cup, it is better not to be inter 
rupted, as imperfect dry ing discolors or 
blisters the paper and warps the boards. 
Attention and accuracy secure good re­ 
sult« .— New York Tribune.

Brussels in a beautiful city an d owes 
Its beauty in a large measure to the 
good sen se an d public spirit of its citi­ 
zen s or a rulin g kin g who rules in the 
in terest of the people. 
On e good tilin g con n s of a fortified 
city, or at least lias come to Paris an d 
Brussels, an d that is when by expan sion 
it haw become n ecessary to tear d own 
the fortification it has left the boule­ 
vard . Brussels is n ow about three times 
as large as tin origin al walled city, an d 
this 
boulevard forms a broad street 
aroun d between the cen ter an d the out­ 
sid e from 200 to 8 00 feet wid e, 
it is 
more than a street or aven ue; it is a 
street an d a park. 
It goes by d ifferen t 
n ames at d ifferen t parts, an d Boulevard 
Waterloo— the wid est—is first a sid e­ 
walk, then a paved street perhaps 15 
feet wid e f or busin ess purposes, then 
groun d with two rows of trees, 8 0 feet 
wid e, for horseback rid in g, then 40 feet 
or so of asphalt or macad am for ear­ 
rin g» s, then 8 0 feet (at a guess) with 
four rows of trees for ped estrian s, with 
seats for restin g; then an other paved 
street for busin ess an d street cars, an d , 
lastly, the oth« r sid ewalk. At d ifferen t 
places are booths for sellin g papers, etc., 
waitin g rooms for the street car service 
an d public con ven ien ces. 
Through the 
town there are two broad aven ues an d 
man y outsid e, like the Aven ue Louise, 
which lead s out to the Boiw, an d , like 
the boulevard , lias the same com bi n a­ 
tion —part str» *« t an d part park of itself 
The other streets are m itber wid e n or 
straight, hut cool in a hot d ay an d like­ 
ly warm in win ter. 
The build in gs are n ot whole blocks 
from street to street as in Paris, each

all in a locality or block about of the 
Hame height an d d egree of fin ish—all 
kept clean an d bright— tlm telegraph 
an d telephon e wires all over the tops 
strun g from roof to roof an d the whole 
city supplied with street car service. 
On e of tli»» lin es is supplied with cars 
that run on the track where there is a 
traek an d turn out on the pavemen t 
where there is n on e. 
This id d on e by 
usin g common omn ibus wheels for the 
carriage an d two lead in g wheels which 
d rop in to the grooves in the rails— 
w]u*n in lin e— which keeps the car on 
all right. 
By custom, law or common 
sen se 110110 of the carriages has tires 
less than about two in ches wid e, so 
that the groun d rail d oes n ot in terfere 
at all w ith the common street traffic. 
The kin g, either by his power or in flu­ 
en ce, sees to it that the compan ies give 
the worth of the mon ey. 
The fares are 
very low—on ly a cen t for short rid es, 
varyin g accord in g to the d istan ce— an d 
the compan ies are n o d oubt man aged on 
econ omical lin es. 
As an example, the 
tickets or receipts are prin ted on pap<*r 
an d are can celed by the con d uctor tear 
in g off the corn er. 
How simple com 
pared with the thick ticket an d pun ch! 
The street cars, or tram cars, have maps 
of the route over which they travel 
posted so on e who can follow a map 
can see where the special lin e ho is on 
goes, what main streets it crosses an d 
where it con n ects with other lilies. 
Probably n othin g hasb« » en said about 
Brussels for the last 8 00 years that d id 
n ot in clud e the Hotel d o Ville, or town 
hall, with its open work spire. In sid e it 
is a museum, with man y curiosities an d 
n oted pain tin gs. 
Hurroun d in g it an d 
throughout the olu part of the town 
there are man y an cien t Flemish build ­ 
in gs, an d in the n ew part is the Hall of 
Justice, on e of the largest build in gs in 
the world , if n ot the very largest., It 
is larger than S t P eter’s, an d though 
Philad elphia claims to have the largest 
this is 500 by GOO an d 400 feet high, as 
again st the Philad elphia structure’s 400 
feet square by the same height, an d the 
Philad elphia build in g has a large open 
court, which the Brussels Hall of Justice 
has n ot. 
An yway there is an awful lot 
of stout* an d architecture about it. 
1 d o n ot kn ow whether they d eal out 
justice on the same scale as the build 
in g, but the affairs of the city seem to 
be well man aged , an d on e would thin k, 
from the talk of the people, that the 
kin g has a good d eal to d o with it.

con sisted of picked men on ly. Of these, 
4,000 were men -at-arms, 6,000 were 
Irish, 12,000 wa re Welsh, but the most 
carefully train ed an d d isciplin ed part 
of the force con sisted of 10,000 bow­ 
men . Durin g a whole year had Ed ward 
an d his son an d his gen erals toiled to 
select an d prepare the men an d the weap­ 
on s with which they w’ere to meet the 
highly famed chivalry of the con tin en t. 
A11 army selected from a n ation of per­ 
haps 4,000,000 of people was to con ten d 
with an army collected from Fran ce 
with her 20,000,000, an d from such al­ 
lies of hers as German y an d Bohemia, 
re-en forced by large n umbers of paid 
mercen aries.

the crossbowmen of Gen oa sold to P h il­ 
ip by the masters of that Italian oli­ 
garchy. 
E d w ard ’s ad ven ture had a seemin g 
of great rashn ess, for alread y it was re­ 
ported that the Fren ch kin g had mus 
tered 100,000 n u u.
